The gu n accid entally ex ­ 
plod ed when Stev ens was preparing 
to shoot a rabbit. 
Other 
hu nters 
were hearing a rabbit ou t of a pile of 
bru sh and Stev ens had his gu n read y 
to shoot when it ex plod ed prematu re­ 
ly * 
The shot penetrated Mr. Gilson’s 
arm and shou ld er. They mad e a gap­ 
ing wou nd and one which will prob­ 
ably cost the life of the aged man. 
lfe was not in the hu nting party , bu t 
was only a spectator. 
The accid ent 
occu rred only a few feet from the 
Frv home.

The good old “Spanish prisoner” 
bu nco, after hav ing d one d u ty for 
many generations of swind lers, has

Formerly the intend ed v ictim re­ 
ceiv ed a letter from 
the 
“land of 
señ oritas and su nshine” telling of a 
hid d en treasu re tru nk in a “d ear” old 
castle located on some riv er with a 
Spanish sou nd ing name, the secret of 
which was known only to the writer, 
who, at the moment, was su ffering 
u ntold agonies in a d ark prison d u n­ 
geon, owing to the inju stice of the 
Spanish laws. To get read y money , 
the writer wou ld *d isclose its location 
for a few paltry thou sand s, terms 
cash and in ad v ance. 
The ind u ce­ 
ment was a third of the treasu re, the 
balance to be giv en to the prisoner’s 
beau tifu l d au ghter or old and faithfu l 
serv ant. 
Now, howev er, accord ing to 
ev i­ 
d ence prod u ced by the “innocent v ic­ 
tim” to postu ffice inspectors, the let­ 
ters receiv ed by intend ed v ictims in 
Ind iana stated that the prisoner was 
a banker in 
the 
Canaries, 
who 
skipped with a faithfu l serv ant and 
his cred itors’ money . An 
u nlu cky 
mishap cau sed the ship in which he 
was making hi> stage “get away ” to

lie was arrested , bu t not before tjie 
I money was secreted , in a hid d en eom- 
ipariment of the old v alise, which is 
to Ik1 sold , with all his effects to pay 
a fine imposed on him in ad d ition to 
tin* fiv e y ears’ imprisonment.

Clarence Darrow admittedly 
is “in bad” with some of the labor 
defendants, who feel that he permitted 
himself to be outgeneralled in the 
trial of J. B. McNamara. 
While it is said that there are only 
nine names in the indetment returned 
Saturday, the document is withheld 
from scrutiny. There are reports that 
two more men in San Francisco ate 
to be tak en into custody and one iv 
this city. One of the San Franciscans 
is a man who has held one of the high­ 
est political offices in that city. 
The 
ev idence on which the indictment here 
was returned included much oorre^ 
spondence and many telegrams seized 
in the raid on the headquarters of the 
Structural Iron Work ers’ union in In­ 
dianapolis. 
This was brought to Los 
Angeles and inspected by the jury. 
Many of the letters and telegrams 
passed between John J. McNamara, 
Tv eitmoe. Clancy and Munsey. 
Ten indictments are expected at In­ 
dianapolis, according to statements 
made here. These, it is surmised, may 
Inv olv e prominent eastern labor lead­ 
ers, as the inv estigation of the dyna­ 
mite conspiracies here was restricted 
to California offenses 
Clancy, who was arraigned in San 
Francisco Saturday night, was ill in 
bed when the warrant was serv ed.

arrested Charles Bowman, son of a 
Westfield (Ind.) farmer, on the farm 
of J. M. Risley, near Nora, this coun­ 
ty. 
In 
his 
arrest 
the 
officials 
are confident they hav e captured the 
person who murdered four people on 
the Barnhard farm near Kansas City 
the night of Dec. 9, 1910. 
The police who made the arrest al­ 
lege that Bowrman. has admitted that 
he was employed by George Barnhard, 
who was found in the barn with his 
head crushed, hut denies being con­ 
nected in any way with the murder. 
Howev er, Bowman is said to hav e 
told detectiv es who arrested him that 
he k new who the real murderer is, I Kit 
that he had fled the country. 
He is 
alleged to hav e told the authorities 
that the real murderer told him all the 
circumstances leading to the brutal 
murder of the four persons. The Kan­ 
sas City authorities took Bowman back 
to that city. 
The Barnhard murder was consid­ 
ered at the time one of the must brutal 
murders in criminal history, and at­ 
tracted considerable attention all ov er 
the country. 
Mrs. Sarah Barnhard's 
body was found in the house, while 
that of her son, the old trapper and the 
hired hand were found in the barn. 
The house had been ransack ed and the 
pock ets of the v ictims stripped of all 
that was v aluable. 
The Kansas City 
police for more tban a year hav e 
been 
at work on the case. 
It is said that there is another per­ 
son implicated in the murder by Bow­ 
man and that the local police are on 
his track . 
Bowman is twenty-two years old 
and. according to the police, has a bad 
reputation in his home town. 
He is 
alleged to hav e threatened the life of 
his own father a little more than a 
week ago unless a horse or $150 was 
sent him at the Risley farm. 
The 
horse was sent by his father, who re 
ported the threat on his life tojCaptain 
Holtz of the local detectiv e force.

This terrible record represents not 
only the accidents in the coal mines, 
but also the metal mines. 
It is the 
story of the tragedy of the mines, but 
not the whole story. 
If the mines 
of the United Slates in those ten 
years had had the same standards of 
safety as is in the European 
coun­ 
tries; if the United States had k illed 
two in ev ery thousand employed, in­ 
stead of three, four or fiv e, 15,000 of 
the 30,000 
American 
miners 
k illed 
might be liv ing today, 40,000 out of the 
75.000 injured might hav e escaped in­ 
jury, 5,500 widow'« might not 
hav e 
been widows, and 15,000 orphan chil­ 
dren might still hav e fathers. 
This is the whole grim tragedy of 
the mines epitomized. 
It is one of 
the most serious problems 
of 
the 
country and one that brought the fed­ 
eral bureau of mines into being. 
It is 
the great problem that the bureau of 
mines, under the leadership of Dr. Jo­ 
seph A. Holmes, its director, is 
at­ 
tempting to solv e. 
This problem is responsible for the 
great national mine safety demonstra­ 
tion which was held in Pittsburg on 
October 30 and 31, under the auspices 
of the bureau of mines, the American 
Red Cross, the United Mine Work ers 
of America and the Pittsburg Coal 
Operators’ association. From 30,000 to 
50.000 miners, 
superintendents 
and 
operators were present. 
The purpose of the 
demonstration 
was to show' to the miners some of the 
accomplishments of the bureau of 
mines that will tend toward 
a reduc­ 
tion in the number 
of deaths. 
So se­ 
rious did the bureau of mines find 
the conditions in the coal mines that 
it has not yet found opportunity to pay 
any particular attention to the acci­ 
dents in the metal mines and quarries. 
A fav orite theme with many writers 
on the subject of accidents in mines 
has been that the carelessness 
of the 
miners was the greatest factor in the 
cause of deaths. 
Although the ex­ 
perts of the bureau of mines concede 
that carelessness is a factor in such 
accidents, they declare that it is not 
nearly as important as it is said to be. 
They rather believ e, and they say that 
their inv estigations hav e borne this 
out, that the United States is still a 
new country in the mining business, 
and that it has not yet learned some 
of the fundamental safeguards that 
hav e come to older countries through 
bitter experience. 
The experts cite the fact that 
be 
fore_ they began their inv estigations 
v ery few coal operators or miners be­ 
liev ed that coal dust in a mine could 
explode without the presence of gas. 
The bureau of mines has demonstrated 
beyond any possible doubt that bitu­ 
minous coal dust alone is more of a 
menace to the miner than fire damp. 
Coal dust lias been the cause of a big 
majority of the mysterious explosions 
in coal mines within the last 
few 
years and has caused great loss of life. 
The bureau on October 30 and also on 
October 31 prov ed this assertion to the 
assembled miners. 
On the first day, at Bruceton, Pa., 
12 miles from Pittsburg, there was an 
actual explosion of coal dust in the ex­ 
perimental mine belonging to the bu­ 
reau. 
The experts had the coditions 
that are to be found in some of the 
mines of the United States today, and

Charles 
Lynch, Medical Corps, U. S. A., and 
employed Dr. M. 
J. Shields of Scran­ 
ton, Pa., a pioneer in this work. 
Dr. 
Shields confined his efforts at first to 
the anthracite fields of Pennsylv ania, 
and the result is that that region is 
far in adv ance of any other mining 
1 section of the United States. 
The v ol­ 
unteer first aid, rescue and ambulance 
corps in the anthracite fields are In 
a high state of efficiency. 
Contests 
between the teams are held ev ery year 
and the war department details three 
distinguished officers to act as Judges. 
The coal mine operators and the Red 
Cross award medals of honor to the 
members of the winning teams.
